FROM THE SECRETARY'S DESK

This is the year that we must raise §100,000, and we 
must get down to business now.

The present 10-week campaign — Jan. 19 to March 29 
is rr oing very well. We have 35 men working on your behalf 
and their names appear in this issue. If you know of some¬ 
one who will buy a share, or someone who will act as a 
volunteer canvasser, phone any one of the present canvassers.

CO-OPERATION 

By M. Eliasson 

It was not without careful consideration of all the even¬ 
tualities in organizing, that the directors decided on the co¬ 
operative. Our first prospectus reads in part: 

“Our plan is to bring about through co-operative act ion, 
the united association of the Scandinavian people in the city 
of Edmonton and vicinity, and to promote cultural and social 
activities defined to each nationality in the interest of par¬ 
ticipating associate organizations. Thus combining out efforts 
and contributions toward developments of cultural and re¬ 
creational activities distinctly Canadian in character.” 

Certainly we have no reason to be proud of our progress 
towards accepting in principle such sentiments, which would 
make co-operation the most valuable par£ of our association. 

In the later part of 1959 we progressed very favorably, 
at least in increased sale of shares, due to a well organized 
method of co-ordinating the efforts of willing workers, and 
the efficient handling of contacts conducted by our secretary, 
Sigurd Sorenson. Few people realize the amount of work 
involved in the keeping of records, an up-to-date mailing list 
and attending to the correspondence in connection with issu¬ 
ing shares. 

The directors, have encjeayored‘ to ,.promote team-work 
through active participation on the part of individuals. How¬ 
ever, the part that the associate groups could play in promot¬ 
ing interest in the undertaking and actually assist the direc¬ 
tors with the problem of financing, planning and building and 
Centre, probably never has been seriously considered. 

The executives of the associate organizations should get 
together and study the Co-operative Associations Act. Many 
useful ideas w ould emerge from such study- and all concerned 
would be in a better position to iron out some of the wrinkles 
land find ready answers to a number of problems. 

Co-operation demands first, interest; second, activity co¬ 
ordinated to bring about desired results: third, modification 
of group interests to conform with unity of purpose. 

These are big orders, but who would claim that effec¬ 
tive co-operation is possible without these essentia! efforts' 7 
This means in effect, that each group, and every willing 
worker can find some valuable part to fill, and in doing so 
assist in the general conduct of the Scandinavian Centre 
Co-operative Association Limited. 

The Scandinavian Centre News is the present mouthpiece 
of our organization, and since its inception the news of the 
Centre and what it stands for has reached many who had 
not heard of it before. Quite a number of readers are show¬ 
ing an interest in the project and are buying shares. We may 
rejoice in the fact, too, that interest in the association has 
increased tremendously since a location waS-found. ‘ People 
:who were indifferent to the plan have become .members, with 
fully paid up shares. It is hoped that with the ever increasing 
|circulation of our paper, more and more readers will become 
active members and support the organization. 

To think, talk, act and visually .support co-operation in 
i the Scandinavian Centre, with enthusiasm and vigor, is a 
. most valuable way of advertising, which in turn will bring 
: in new members. There will always be grumblers, who have 
’ an inexhaustible supply of reasons for sitting on the fence: 
; but they will also be the first ones to inspect the results with 
the comment “I told you so.” 

It may be of interest to our readers that our co-operative, 
i! in meeting the increased cost, has been able to operate eficient- 
; ]y with funds provided by our current account. 

When the building is completed' and operating, it will 
prove its value as a comunity centre. It will also prove the 
effect of true co-operation, and become a symbol of unity of 
the Scandinavian people. Their background and characteristics 
will be preserved and upheld,, and not become lost as they 
participate in the building of a greater Canada.

ANNUAL SHAREHOLDERS' MEETING ! Scandinavian 


The . Scandinavian Centre Co¬ 
operative Association sharehold- 
- ers’ annual meeting was held Tues- 
day eevnihg; Feb. 16' at the Masonic 
Temple. 

After, the sihgihg of “O Canada” 
thepresident, Q. Larson, called the 
meeting to order. S. A. Sorenson, 
secretary, welcomed the gathering 
and read the minutes of the last 
annual meeting. He continued with 
-a review of the association’s ac¬ 
tivities ' during the. past year. He 
stated that the directors had held 
regular meetings throughout the 
.year; and that the most important 
achievement had been the acquir¬ 
ing ' of a site, which city council 
had agreed to lease for the build¬ 
ing of The Centre, and which is 
located at lit Ave. and 142 Street. 
This accomplished, the next step 
was to find the necessary money 
to get the-building started and to 
this end a share-selling drive was 
organized, and a team of volunteer 
canvassers got the . campaign go¬ 
ing in November, to-try to reach 
an Objective- in a ten week period. 
Thjs. Venture met with success. 
r Simultaneously, a committee of 
volunteer workers, under the lead¬ 
ership of IVirs. yera Nielson, under¬ 
took- a drlva't’of uepjr subscribers to 
the Scandinavian Centre News by 
means of telephone soliciting. 
These workers met every Tuesday 
evening during the late autumn, 
and succeeded in more than doubl¬ 
ing the mailing list as well as tab¬ 
ulating the whole ip a new index 
system. The purpose of this drive 
was to bring the news of the Cen¬ 
tre to a. greater number of persons 
in hopes of stimulating interest 
and paving the way for the selling 
of shares. The response proved 
very satisfactory. 

Mr. Sorenson outlined the main 
social events of the year. They 
were the exhibition float, designed 
by Knut 'Svidal, which won the 
Connolly award in the non-com¬ 
mercial section; the Scandinavian 
both at the exhibition, convened by 
Mrs. Vera Nielson; the Elk Island 
Park annual picnic; the Scan¬ 
dinavian tea. and the Annual Scan¬ 
dinavian Night, held at the Jubilee- 
Auditorium.

Pei’ Gisvold read the treasurer’s 
financial report which was accept¬ 
ed as read. 

Eskil Carlson gave the financial 
report of the Scandinavian Centre 
News which showed that the as¬ 
sociation had paid a considerable 
sum to meet expenses. He read a 
recommendation by the board of 
directors that the paper be placed 
on an independent basis, and to 
put this into effect the practice of 
free advertising for the Scandina¬ 
vian Centre Association and the 
different groups should be discon¬ 
tinued. ' 

Mr. Carlson also reported that 
Per Gisvold was planning on,mov¬ 
ing to Norway and it would be 


necessary to elect" an auditor to 
: take his place. 

Knut Svidal, in the absence of 
i Earl Hansen, gave a report on the 
[ site lease with the city and this 
was followed with a discussion. 

Art Andersen, director of the 
| Scandinavian Centre News com¬ 
mittee, gave ,a talk , on the paper, 
emphasising its value to the or¬ 
ganization and to the different 
Scandinavian groups. Mrs. Elsie 
Simmons,, editor, reviewed the pro¬ 
gress and growth of the paper and 
drew attention to the co-operation 
enjoyed in the work involved. She 
stated that the correspondents 
worked hard in gathering news 
and seeing to it that it reached her 
in time; the directors were ever 
helpful in clearing up problems 
as they came- up and the paper 
edmmittee gave their support and 
assistance when required to do so. 
Mrs. Simmons thanked the direct¬ 
ors for granting her ah honorarium 
which came into effect in October, 
19S». 

Mrs; Vera Nielsen reported bn 
the -mailing list drive of which she 
was the convenor'and thanked all 
those who assisted during the 
Tuesday night sessions- to bring 
the wprk to' a successful conclu¬ 
sion. 

Mr. Sorenson brought to the at¬ 
tention of the meeting the urgent 
need for raising money as quickly 
as; possible and pointed out that at 
the present rate of progress the 
desired amount for starting the 
building would not be reached in 
I960. He said that sinqe the share

Most Immigrants^ 
Head For Cities 

OTTAWA — Concentration of 
immigrants in Canadian cities and 
towns rather than on farms is re¬ 
flected in figures issued here re¬ 
cently on citizenship certificates 
granted in the 1953-58 period. 

The bureau of statistics said that 
of 326,304 immigrants granted cer- 
ificates during the. six years al¬ 
most 85 per cent lived in urban 
areas. Almost two-thirds were re¬ 
sidents of metropolitan centres, 
maihly Toronto, Montreal and Van¬ 
couver. 

About one-half of the 326,304 
granted citizenship resided in On¬ 
tario, 17 per cent in Quebec, 14 per 
cent in the prairie provinces, 11 
per cent in British Columbia and 
only a little more than one per cent 
in the Atlantic provinces. 

The bureau estimated that in 
June 1958, there were more than 
1,100,000 immigrants in Canada 
who were not Canadian citizens.

THE OLD HOME TOWN

Mr. Trevor Conway, teacher of 
English language in Dalarna, Swe¬ 
den. comments on life as he finds 
it in the Swedish community. 

“Nature is fantastic” he' says, 
“and one need walk only a short 
piece into the woods to be entirely 
alone.” In the villages in Sweden 
he finds the dwelling are farther 
apart than in English villages. Life 
in general seems more hurried here 
than in England. The people do 
not display the patience when lin¬ 
ed up at the^wickets er in stores. 
Traffic ifisjfhl Mfgl|^ays moves 
much faster with no apparent 
speed 'limit. The Volume of traffic 
howeverl’ is ■ riffleh” lighter than on 
English highways, which may ac¬ 
count for the faster driving. 

Mr. Conway states that he en¬ 
joys his stay among the Swedes. 
His work is teaching English in 
The British Center. In Falun he 
has five classes. He finds that to 
learn English the;student must talk 
English, and so they must be en¬ 
couraged to converse as much as 
'possible and the teacher as little 
as possible. This he finds works 
--better than cramming grammar 
and words. 

His first year he spent as Eng¬ 
lish teacher in Skane, Here he 
found little opportunity to learn 
to speak Swedish, and it was his 
hope to become fluent in that lan¬ 
guage during his stay in the coun¬ 
try. He lays this to the fact that 
Skane is a much larger place than 
Dalarna and in larger centers the 
people are not as friendly and easy 
to strike up a. conversation .with. 
He is making better progress in 
Dalarna. 

Mr. Conway is. editor of a small 
student paper in The British Cen¬ 
tre. He comments that some of the 
translations made by the students 
•are both .amusing and misleading. 

He finds that at social gatherings 
where 'the people are not well 
acquainted with each other they 
arc inclined to be standoffish and 
stiff. However, when the'guests are 


served a round of snaps the 
strain is relieved and talk becomes 
free. Most people spea’k English— 
more or less. 

Mr. Conway ends his remarks 
by saying that Sweden is actually 
a very fascinating land.

This is the season of the year 
when literally millions of persons 
are "under the weather" with the 
common cold, more specifically 
acute coryza. The common cold 
yearly causes more loss of time 
from industry and consequently 
loss of employee pay and produc¬ 
tion of goods than any one other 
disease affecting man. 

Just what causes the common 
cold in man is a difficult question 
to explain, hut the early invader 
in the body appears to be a filter¬ 
able virus — this invader confin¬ 
ing its activities to the early 
stages of the disease. Just how 
the invading virus brings on the 
cold is purely guess-work, but it 
is felt that the virus passes 
through the mucous membrane 
of the nose and affects the nature 
of the nasal secretions. It is 
believed by most investigators 
that the bacteria usually associ¬ 
ated with the diseases of the 
upper respiratory tract lhave 
nothing to do with the onset of 
the attacks.
